Ex-8enator Thomas W. Palmer, of
Michigan, who hias been nominated min-
ister 1o Bpain, has been called the bucolio
genntor of Michigan. Ho Is a great
breeder of horses and is an enthusiast on
the Percheron broed.  He has a beauti-
ful farm near Detroit, and would rather
ralso horses, ha has said, than be in
office. Some years ago he saw Roma
Ponheur's “Horse Fair" in A, T. Stow-
art's gallery in New York, He waa par-
tioularly struck with the Percheron
horses painted there, and sent an agent
abroad to proours some of this rare stock.
The sgent was aleo instructed to secure
fine Arabian mares, which the senator
desired 1o crosa with the Percheron
horses.

Upon his arrival nt Damascus ho
Jearned that a firman had been issued by
the sultan prohibiting the further expor-
tation of horses because of the probability
of war, in which they would be needed,
This did not daunt Senator Palmer's
ngent, neither did the historical belief
that no Arabian horses are ever disposed
of excopt as gifta to royal personages
and for purposes of war. Ho pushed on,
and hnd little trouble in persuading the
siltan to revoke his firman in the inter-
est of a United Btates scnator, Ho was
elated by hibs success, but he failed in his
effort to get the horsen. The ralos ngainst
solling dld not prevent; he failed from s
fur differont causs.  Every horse shown
hiim was spavined, ringboned, wind bro-
ken, blind or afllicted with some other
diseaso to which horsen, even the pink
oyed, soft skinned Arablan species, aro
subject. Ouly one hormse did the sen-
atorial agent seo that apparently was
worthy of being transported to Amerien,
and that one, on close inspection, proved
alwo to bo unsound,  The enterprise wis
given up in despair.

Though failing to get his Arab horsea
Senstor Palmer's agent returned with
twonty-four of the finest Percheron
horses ever brought to America,  They
were purehasad at La Perchio and taken
to Mr, Palmer’s Fort Hill farm.

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A GENTLE BOUL TAKEN.

Mary Loulss Nooth, of Harper & Bres.,

Miss Mary Louise Booth, late odi-
tor of Harper's Bazar, was & cheering
cxample of what a bright American
woman can do both for herself and her
countrywomen. For her *“country and
fellow men,” too, might nppropriately be
added, for in the crisis of the civil war
Miss Booth did some work of immense
benefit to the national cause. Bhe wnsa
thorough French scholar, and by trans-
lations from the Freach periodicals of
the day and communications for the
French people toread she did o great
work in the way of popular enlighten-
ment. Bhe translated and published,
with other things, Count Agenor de Gas-
parin's work, *Uprising of a Great Peo-
ple,” completing the copy in one week;
the work made n profound impression
on the country and caused Benator Sum-
ner to say that it was ‘“worth a whole
phalanx to the cause of human freedom.”

Miss Booth was born fifty-seven years
ago at Yophank, L. L, the daughter of
cloth manufacturer, who was a good
scholar and an advocate of popular edu-
cation. The daughter was quile preco-
cious; read the Bible through at tho nge

7. Before reach-

ing her majority

she was so thor-
oughly versed in

French and Ger-

@ carned her living

sns writor and
“ translator, and
soon won a wide
reputation by her

braced some forty bound volumes, be-
gides n vast amount of current miscel-
lany. She also wrote a school history of
the city of New York, which was highly
praised.

Her patriotic Inbors during the civil
war made her name dear to many peoplo
and thereafter her literary reputation
greatly increased. When the Harpers
began The Bazar, in 1807, she was made
editor, and maintained the position with
proat success, Her salary was $4,000
per year for many years, with oppor-
tunitics to earn much more in other
worlk; and The Bazar under her manage-
ment proved highly profitable. Proba-
bly no woman in the city devoted more
time and study to the needs of women
of all classes, especially ns to the best
mothods of securing and doing good
work and getting good pay for it. Bhe
waintained correspondence with many
of the best thinkers at home and abroad,
and her opinion was often sought on the
methods of improving the condition of
working women.

For many years before her death sho
lived with an adopted sister at No, 101
Fast Fifty-ninth street, New York city,
and her occasional receptions there wero
oceasions of delight to all present, s sho
usunlly brought together many of tho
foremost men and women in the local
world of letters,

Ho was a “Lancashire
1ad,” born in 15684, and died Oct. 8, 1006,
Howasoneof those rare men who seem (0
have perfect commayd of their faculties
only in a fight or other time of peril, In
commen lifo he was rather ot tempered
and a sad blunderer in social matters, In
1625 Lio went to England ns agent for the
colony, and after the end of the Indian
war was made a magistrate for lifte. The
excitement of battle operated on him
wuch as a healthful etimulant does to
most wen; lo the wmidst of the heat and
danger he became cool and elear headed
to o vemarkable degree.

1 have been testing
sotno Kansas City bank wen today, with
varying results, Four hundred dollars
was the least counterfeit passed by nuy
of them, and one back, if it had taken
tho toller's decision on the money, would
hiave been stuck for more than §1,000."—
